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A 20th  Reunion:  Pine  Manor 
Then  and  Now

Three  weeks  before  reunion  my 
daughter,  who  is  a sage  at  13,  re- 
marked, "Oh  Mother,  how  can  you 
bear  to  go  back  for  a reunion  and  hear 
everyone  say,  'Oh  my,  oh  my,  you 
haven't  changed  a bit.  You  look  just 
the  same!'  " And  then,  in  an  effort  to 
use  a new  vocabulary  word,  she  said, 
"How  stereotyped!" 

I,  on  the  other  hand,  was  eager  to 
wallow  in  nostalgia  for  a few  days  and 
was  willing  to  risk  the  boredom  of 
being  told  I looked  just  the  same. 
Furthermore,  maybe  the  weekend 
would  answer  the  question  we'd  sat 
around  contemplating,  in  1964,  "Is 
there  life  after  Pine  Manor?" 

Two  weeks  before  May  19,  Reunion 
Weekend,  I sat  down  with  a pitcher  of 
lemonade  and,  with  the  dog  sitting  on 
top  of  my  stomach  making  it  impossi- 
ble to  move,  lay  on  a chaise  longue  in 
the  garden  and  read  straight  through 
my  daily  diaries,  years  1962,  '63  and 
'64.  How  fast  we  in  Wheeler  House 
became  best  friends!  How  glorious 
were  those  college  days!

November  7,  1 962 

"Whenever  I look  around  the  living 
room,  1 think,  how  sad  to  realize  this  time 
next  year  it  will  be  our  last  year  together 

* * * 

What  I had  forgotten  was  that  some 
of  those  days  were  murder. 

* * * 

February  20,  1963 

"This  has  been,  without  a shadow  of  a 
doubt,  the  most  wretched  day  of  my 
freshman  year:  1 got  an  F on  my  English 
hourly  (on  The  Scarlet  Letter  yet!)  and 
an  F on  a biology  quiz.  How  awful  is  that!  I 


guess  it  wasn't  such  a good  idea  to  take  a 
diet  pill  and  stay  up  all  night  to  study. "

But  mostly  what  the  diaries  re- 
vealed was  this:  if  there  were  tough 
moments,  there  was  also  hilarity  right 
around  the  corner,  which  adult  living 
does  not  always  provide.

September  22,  1962 

"Made  myself  go  to  a Babson  mixer.  It 
was  so  bad.  Talked  to  a guy  named  Ezekial 
Somebody.  Sat  in  the  john  with  Nancy, 
Betty,  Marion,  others,  eating  petit  fours 
and  howling  about  Mr.  Somebody!"

The  campus  in  May  is  a knockout. 
And  unlike  the  old  campus  (ours  was 
the  last  class  to  graduate  in  Welles- 
ley), the  "new  campus"  has  a graceful 
feel,  with  its  long  winding  driveway, 
lined  with  stately  dogwood  and 
blooming  cherry  trees.  Elsewhere  lilac 
trees,  magnolias  wore  the  blossoms 
for  us. 

I drove  up  to  the  Administration 
Building  convinced  Betsy  Van  Orsdel 
Moulds,  my  "old"  roommate  would 
never  make  the  pilgrimage  from 
California,  though  she  promised  by 
phone  she  would.  When  Miss  Guer- 
ney,  our  house  mother,  told  me  Betsy 
was  from  Hawaii  I was  not  prepared 
for  the  sophisticated,  blonde  beauty 
that  would  share  a room  with  me  for  a 
year.

September  13,  1962 

" Elizabeth  Van  Orsdel  arrived  from 
Hawaii  and  we  and  my  parents  went  to  tea 
in  Wellesley ..."

It  was  not  "to  tea"  that  Betsy  and  I 
went  in  May  '84,  after  not  seeing  each 
other  for  20  years.  When  I first  saw 
her,  standing  at  the  bottom  of  the 
Main  House's  graceful  staircase,  we 
hugged  and  it  became  evident  that  my 
5'3”  height  hadn't  done  anything  to 
catch  up  to  her  5'10"  after  all  these 
years.  How  depressing!  An  endless 
pouf  of  blond  curls  haloed  her  head 
and  her  smile  was  the  old  Betsy  smile. 
"It  looks  like  we're  roommates 
again,"  I said  to  her  as  we  drove  off  in 
search  of  our  dorm.  I teased  her  that 
her  side  of  the  room  was  always 
messy  and  was  soon  to  find  that  in  20 
years  she  had  mended  her  ways:  On

this  campus,  her  bed  was  the  tidy  one. 
Mine,  I left  unmade  for  three  days,  for 
which  she  teased  me  unmercifully. 

I'd  come  armed  with  yearbooks  — 
the  first  thing  to  pack  in  a suitcase  for 
Reunion,  along  with  anti-wrinkle 
cream,  calcium,  and  vitamin  E.  The 
yearbook  pictures  evoked  strong 
memories  and  we  shared  some  of 
them  at  an  informal  dinner  Friday 
night  in  Chestnut  Hill  with  several 
others  from  various  classes.

October  2,  1962 

"1  am  getting  so  sick  of  this  damn  pig  we 
gotta  dissect  interminably!  And  they  had 
to  serve  us  ham  for  lunch  and  pork  for 
dinner!  I'm  never  eating  pork  products 
again." 

* * * 

All  of  us  ordered  fish,  at  that  first 
night's  dinner  during  our  reunion. 
From  scattered  classes,  we  shared  a 
common  bond,  not  the  pig  we  may  or 
may  not  have  labored  over,  but  a 
college  we  all  loved  once  and  still  do. 
After  dinner  at  the  Chestnut  Hill  mall 
we  (six  of  us)  hooted  and  hollered  up 
and  down  the  mall's  walkways  acting 
giggly  over  Folita  sunglasses  and 
lewd  hats  we  modeled  with  aplomb, 
notgivinga  fig  about  being  in  our  40's 
and  up. 

The  next  day  Reunion  Weekend 
began  in  earnest.  Two  more  arrived 
from  our  house,  Diane  Roesing 
O'Brien  and  Sally  Young  Manning. 


Now  one  quarter  of  us  represented 
Wheeler  House,  a dorm  so  close  we 
felt  we  were  a college  within  a college. 
We  were  16  then,  and  tragically  two 
have  died,  meaning  that  ten  Wheeler 
people  said  they  couldn't  make  it  back 
to  reunion  for  one  reason  or  another 
when  I telephoned  to  try  to  lure  them 
back.  Often  I talked  to  their  children 
first,  most  of  them  teenage  girls.  How 
can  they  sound  so  adult?  So  sophisti- 
cated? So  much  like  their  mothers? 
Where  has  the  time  gone? 

Saturday  we  four  climbed  aboard  a 
bus  bound  for  a tour  at  the  Isabella 
Stewart  Gardner  Museum  and  mar- 
veled at  being  reunited,  Diane  from  a 
tiny  town  in  Maine,  and  Sally  from  a 
Mass,  town  not  too  far  away,  Betsy 
and  I. 

A busload  of  30  reunited  women 
makes  a good  deal  of  noise  — and  it's 
not  only  the  classes  that  have  some- 
thing in  common,  it's  finding  people 
from  their  home  state.  Betsy  met  more 
people  from  California  than  I met 
from  Connecticut. 

At  the  luncheon  room  in  the 
Museum  the  noise  level  from  the  30  or 
so  of  us  who  opted  to  take  the  tour 
was  awesome.  The  Wheeler  table  con- 
tributed substantially.  Oh,  how  we 
talked  at  that  lunch!  Di  remembered 
our  final  night  at  PMC:  She  swore 
NEVER  to  come  back  to  “one  of  those 
luncheons  they  give  for  old  crocks  in 
their  40's.“

June  8th,  1964  (Graduation  Eve) 

"Unbelievable  crying  until  far  into  the 
night,  it  being  our  last  night  at  Pine 
Manor.  Vie  even  cracked  up  when  Miss 
Guerney  said,  Tm  going  to  miss  you 
girls.'  " 

* * * 

Sweet  Miss  Guerney,  our  dorm 
mother.  The  Guern,  we  called  her,  or 
The  General.  It  was  my  job,  senior 
year  as  house  president,  to  assure  the 
Guern  that  she  was  in  the  company  of 
documented  saints.  This  was  not 
easy.

December  3,  1963 

"Trauma!  The  Guern  closed  the  living 
room  because  of  the  mess.  Wheeler  is  mad 
at  mebecause  I couldn't  talkheroutofit." 
* * * 

It  seems  that  20  years  later  at  least 
three  Wheeler  people  have  forgiven 
me.  But  things  were  strict  in  those 
days. 

* * * 

November  13,  1963 

"Had  a house  council  meeting.  Heidi 
was  punished  for  not  making  her  bed  — 
has  to  clean  out  the  icebox  . . . Mitzi  cut 
chapel  for  which  she  got  a week  of  social 
pro." 

* * * 

All  of  this  seemed  monumental. 
Until  the  day  the  world  stopped. 

* * * 

November  22,  1963: 

"Today  started  out  fairly  normally  . . . 
But  then  the  President  was  shot.  No  one 
thought  he  would  die,  but  an  hour  after 
Carol  came  running  into  D/'s  room  and 
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October  27,  1962 

" I can't  believe  this.  It's  9:30  PM  and 
everyone  is  out  on  a date  except  Julie, 
Mary,  Debbie  and  me.  God,  is  this  awful. 
We  decided  ive'd  all  commit  suicide,  but 
debated  if  we  should  sign  out  first!!  Later 
that  night,  Mitzi  busted  the  milk  machine 
in  the  kitchen,  and  we  couldn't  stop  the 
machine  from  pouring  out  milk.  56  glasses 
we  got  in  all,  which  we  lined  up  in  the 
bathtubon  the3rd floor.  Later,  wewashed 
them  out,  sort  of,  and  put  them  back."

Also  at  the  Alumnae  Banquet  from 
'64  were  Pam  Ferry,  and  amazingly, 
Sako  Takemasa  Ishibashi  all  the  way 
from  Japan  joining  us  at  the  table. 
Groups  of  women  from  the  Class  of 
'24  to  the  class  of  '79  — over  100  in  all 
— raised  their  glasses.  The  class  of 
1939  (15  of  them  returned)  avowed 
that  they  were  a special  bunch  and  we 
of  '64  eyed  them,  hoping  to  look  as 
attractive  as  they  at  our  45th  reunion. 
One  thing  that  makes  a reunion  dif- 
ferent from  a usual  party  is  that  you 
know  within  a year  or  so  exactly  how 
old  every  single  person  is!  There's  no 
getting  around  that. 

Reunion  continued.  Many  stayed 
up  until  the  early  hours  of  morning. 
The  next  day  we  were  treated  to  an 
elegant  poolside  luncheon  at  a splen- 
did home  nearby,  then  Convocation, 
and  a buffet  dinner,  topped  off  by  a 
trip  to  the  Boston  Pops.  By  then  we 
were  pretty  exhausted  and  Bets  and  I 
semi-slept  on  the  way  in  on  the  bus. 
In  the  dim  twilight,  I drowsily 
watched  the  Boston  landscape  and 
became  conscious  of  a sweet  singing. 
It  was  Betsy,  singing  the  Pine  Manor 
College  song.  I was  stunned  that  she 
remembered  it  after  all  these  years. 


told  us  he'd  been  shot,  he  died.  Such 
disbelief  all  over  the  campus  . . . The 
College  is  so  solemn,  so  incredulous  . .

Today's  Pine  Manor  students 
weren't  even  bom  then  . . .

December  14,  1962 

" Esther , Pam,  Carol  and  I went  out 
with  four  guys  from  OTC  . . . Have  really 
started  to  smoke,  seriously.  Everybody 
gets  hysterical  watching  me  try  to 
inhale."

Reunion  Saturday  flew  by  and  the 
four  of  us  stuck  tightly  together  as  we 
toured  Quincy  Market,  interrupting 
our  spending  now  and  again  to  snatch 
at  a memory.  Sally,  who  still  clasps 
her  hands  together  like  a little  girl, 
and  rises  up  on  her  toes  when  she's 
excited,  remembered  an  amazing 
number  of  dates'  names  from  another 
era,  ''Don't  you  remember  Dan 
Brown,  Mimsey?"  she  scolded  me. 


I confessed  to  Di  at  the  Alumnae 
Banquet  how  I'd  envied  her  for  hav- 
ing Steve,  her  eternal  boyfriend,  al- 
ways there  for  Saturday  night,  and  we 
went  over,  microscopically,  the  list  of 
everyone's  woes  and  trials  with  the 
men  in  our  '62-'64  lives. 

* * * 
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The  class  of  '39  had  the  first  row  at 
the  Pops,  just  in  front  of  us.  They, 
along  with  the  rest  of  the  audience, 
tapped  and  swayed  to  the  rousing 
music  of  St.  Louis  Blues  and  other 
rollicking  tunes.  When  the  orchestra 
played  Moonlight  Serenade,  the  class 
of  '39  went  collectively  into  orbit, 
swooning,  letting  their  heads  collapse 
against  the  backs  of  their  seats.  Turn- 
ing around  to  us  (younger  alumnae), 
one  of  them  said  with  a grin,  “This 
was  good  HUNTIN'  music!" 

A great  bunch . A truly  great  bunch, 
all  100  plus  who  ventured  forth  to  test 
the  waters  of  a college  that  once  was 
our  whole  life.  And  what  of  today's 
Pine  Manor  students  who  were  on 
campus  for  graduation?  Can  we  see 
ourselves  in  them?  What  is  the  Pine 
Manor  student  like  today?  That  would 
take  too  many  more  pages  to  explore, 
far  beyond  this  memoir.  They  are 
young,  they  are  beautiful  and  have 
surely  experienced  the  same  sorts  of 
traumas  and  exhilarations  that  we  all 
have.  And  for  that  reason,  we  are 
sisters. 

“So,  did  everyone  look  the  same?" 
my  daughter,  Melissa,  asked  scan- 
ning some  charts  of  something  that 
vaguely  resembled  the  anatomy  of  a 
fetal  pig.  Reunions  are  about  so  much 
more  than  looks,  I told  her,  when  I 
returned  from  my  dizzying  memory 
feast.  You  see,  Melissa,  this  really  is 
the  weekend  that  answers  the  ques- 
tion, "Is  there  life  after  Pine  Manor?" 
And  answers  it  with  a resounding 
yes.  It's  finding  out  that  your  room- 
mate has  turned  into  a wonderful

woman,  it's  catching  up,  it's  suspend- 
ing the  clock,  it's  being  grateful  that 
life  now  doesn't  seem  so  traumatic  on 
a day-to-day  basis.

April  14,  1964 

"All  of  us  cut  art  history  and  music  to 
study  fora  history  hourly.  Nobody  knew  a 
thing.  God,  what  will  become  of  us." 

May  4,  1964 

"After  9:30  PM  40  cars  from  Babson 
swooped  upon  our  campus!  Some  raided 
Wheeler,  stealing  a bra!  Biggest  riot  in  the 
state  ever!  TheGuern  remained  placid  and 
ate  her  ' chocolate  covered'  in  the  midst  of 
all  the  mayhem." 


I'm  working  very  hard  not  to  com- 
mit overkill  right  now  and  am  NOT 
talking  to  my  daughter  about  Pine 
Manor  at  all  in  hopes  that  she  might  in 
the  next  five  years  discover  it  on  her 
own,  with  a little  coaxing  from  me.  If 
she  graduates  from  Pine  Manor  in 
1989,  she'll  be  celebrating  her  20th  the 
same  year  that  I celebrate  my  45th 
reunion  ...  in  the  year  2009!  Now  if  I 
can  only  convince  her  to  keep  a diary

Seven  years  ago,  Jane  Christopher 
rolled  up  her  sleeves  and  became  Pine 
Manor  College's  Alumnae  Relations 
Director.  It  was  her  first  real  paying 
job  after  "spending  years  as  a career 
volunteer." 

It's  a role  in  which  the  married 
mother  of  three  (Susan,  29,  Chris,  28, 
and  David,  23)  has  redefined  the  form 
and  function  of  the  job  by  serving  the 
College's  alumnae  as  a sunny,  funny 
Miss  Manners,  Pearl  Mesta  and  Jeane 
Kirkpatrick  all  rolled  into  one. 

"Oh  my,  yes,"  says  Jane  in  the  soft 
and  easy  drawl  that  reflects  the  south 
(Atlanta)  that  she  and  husband  Ted 
now  call  home.  Jane,  a native  of  New- 
ton, Massachusetts,  retired  in  Sep- 
tember so  she  could  "finally  unpack 
my  suitcase,"  she  jokes.  She  had  been 
commuting  between  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege and  her  home  in  Dunwoody, 
Georgia,  since  her  husband's  busi- 
ness transplanted  the  couple  there 
three  years  ago. 

"I  suppose  you  could  call  me  a 
front-line  ambassador  of  good  will  for 
Pine  Manor  College,"  says  Jane  about 
her  position  as  Alumnae  Relations 
Director.  "I've  certainly  traveled 
around  the  country  (some  11  weeks 
out  of  the  year),  arranged  for  recep- 
tions and  reunions,  and  worked  with 
alumnae  from  coast  to  coast." 

In  that  capacity,  Jane  has  built  a 
reputation  as  a highly  energized  pro- 
fessional who  can  (and  has!)  lured  the 
most  retiring  alumna  into  active  in- 
volvement and  participation.

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“The  goal  has  always  been  to  create 
a viable  outreach  program  for  alum- 
nae, to  keep  those  alums  informed 
about  the  growth  and  development  of 
their  college,  to  make  them  proud  of 
the  College  and  to  encourage  their 
participation  in  its  evolution,"  says 
Jane. 

But  Jane  remembers  when  those 
loftier  goals  took  a second  seat  to  the 
chore  of  introducing  sophisticated 
communications  tools  to  the  Alumnae 
Office's  outreach  efforts. 

“When  I started  working  at  Pine 
Manor  College  in  1977,  my  first  as- 
signment was  to  hand  address  5,000 
envelopes  for  first  class  mailing.  I 
knew  then,  things  had  to  change!" 

Goodbye  ball-point  pens  and  ad- 
dressograph.  Hello  microcomputer. 
Jane's  mission  was  to  integrate  high 
technology  into  the  Alumnae  Office 
operation. 

“I  explored  the  computer  frontier 
with  the  College,"  she  recalls.  "It 
wasn't  long  before  we  computerized 
all  alumnae  and  fund-raising  records, 
and  instituted  a system  that  helped  us 
maintain  contact  with  our  many 
alumnae  throughout  the  country  and 
across  the  world."  Now  the  Alumnae 
Relations  Office  maintains  its  contact 
with  alumnae  through  sophisticated 
marketing,  telemarketing  and  direct 
mail  programs.  "We've  certainly  ex- 
panded our  contacts,"  says  Jane,  who 
likes  to  describe  herself  as  a "friend 
raiser"  rather  than  a fund  raiser. 

However  she  describes  what  she 
does,  the  track  record  is  impressive. 
In  the  seven  years  in  which  she  has 
served  the  College,  the  Annual  Fund 


figures  have  increased  from  $163,236 
in  1977-78  to  $504,753  in  1983-84; 
alumnae  participation  has  grown  to 
record  numbers;  and  the  Reunion 
Giving  Program  is  thriving. 

"One  of  my  most  satisfying  ac- 
complishments has  been  helping 
alumnae  renew  their  friendships  with 
classmates.  So  many  of  the  friend- 
ships alumnae  established  while  at 
Pine  Manor  were  very  strong.  They 
are  very  sentimental  about  it."  At  the 
annual  Reunion  Weekends  and  the 
smaller  Pine  Manor  get-togethers 
which  Jane  has  organized  around  the 
country,  "people  get  the  opportunity 
to  pick  up  exactly  where  they  left  off." 
Of  course,  those  bicoastal  events  take 
a great  deal  of  pre-planning  and  or- 
ganization. "But  I happen  to  love  to 
organize.  I work  from  the  inside  out.  I 
try  to  think  of  everything  . . . ahead  of 
time.  Mentally,  I always  tried  to  stay 
six  months  ahead  of  the  real-time 
schedule." 

There  are  those  who've  said  to  Jane 
about  her  job,  "How  wonderful . How 
glamorous!"  "Well,"  she  concedes, 

"it  can  be  that."  She's  participated  in 
elegant,  five-course  dinners,  been 
fussed  over  by  butlers  and  socialized 
with  celebrities.  She's  also  been 
quoted  in  The  Hollywood  Reporter,  and 
traveled  extensively  for  the  College. 

"But  the  job  also  means  late  planes, 
missed  connections,  last-minute 
crises  like  not  being  able  to  find  the 
extension  cord  for  the  slide  projector 
. . . crawling  around  the  floor  looking 
for  an  electrical  outlet  . . . changing 
clothes  on  the  run,  in  airports  and 
planes." 


And  planes,  of  course,  meant  that 
Jane  had  to  overcome  her  fear  of  fly- 
ing. "My  friends  say  that's  my 
greatest  accomplishment,"  she  quips. 
"Would  you  believe  that  I was  so 
terrified  of  airplanes  before  I came  to 
Pine  Manor  that  I once  took  a train  to 
Florida?  Now,  I'm  paranoid  on  high- 
ways and  I'll  fly  anywhere. 

"Pine  Manor  College  has  been  my 
middle-aged  'Outward  Bound,' 
laughs  Jane.  "I've  learned  to  turn 
'can't  do'  situations  into  'can  do'  ac- 
complishments. It's  been  a terrific 
learning  and  growing  experience. 
From  the  first  time  I was  in  a strange 
city,  on  my  own,  and  had  to  rent  a car 
and  find  my  way  to  run  a phonothon, 
I've  learned  the  ropes.  I've  also 
realized  that  the  greatest  skills  a 
woman  can  bring  to  any  job  are  or- 
ganizational and  writing  skills." 

And  a sense  of  humor  doesn't  hurt 
either.  "Well,"  laughs  Jane,  "you 
have  to  roll  with  the  punches." 

As  for  Jane's  future:  the  sky's  the 
limit.  She  already  has  her  eyes  on 
Wimbledon  and  a match  with  Mar- 
tina. "It's  never  too  late  to  become  a 
class-A  tennis  player,"  she  deadpans. 

One  thing  does  seem  likely.  Jane 
Christopher  will  continue  to  exercise 
the  friend-raising  talents  that  have 
served  Pine  Manor  College  so  well.  ■ 
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Commencement  1984 


Eighteen  years  ago,  when  Com- 
mencement speaker  Sherry  Lansing 
graduated  from  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity, "career  options  were  severely 
limited"  for  women.  Certain  fields 
were  acceptable,  but  "we  were  raised 
in  a world  where  a woman  defined 
her  identity  by  who  her  husband 
was,"  she  told  her  audience  on  May 
21st.  "I  wanted  more.  I had  had  a 
wonderful  education  and  I wanted  to 
be  able  to  use  it." 

Sherry  Lansing  wanted  to  be  part  of 
the  entertainment  industry.  After  a 
brief  period  as  an  actress,  she  started 
as  a script  reader  for  five  dollars  an 
hour,  then  worked  her  way  up 
through  the  system  to  become  the  first 
woman  president  of  a major  motion 
picture  studio.  Under  Sherry  Lans- 
ing's leadership,  20th  Century-Fox 
produced  a series  of  critical  and  popu- 
lar film  successes,  including  The  Ver- 
dict, Taps,  and  Quest  for  Fire.  Prior  to 
holding  the  position  of  chief  executive 
at  20th  Century-Fox,  Ms.  Lansing  was 
Senior  Vice  President  of  Production 
for  Columbia  Pictures,  where  she  de- 
veloped Kramer  vs.  Kramer  and  The 
China  Syndrome. 

Addressing  Pine  Manor's  186 
graduates.  Sherry  Lansing  stressed 
that  the  choices  available  to  women 
now  "are  literally  unlimited."  The 
revolution  of  the  women's  movement 
"gave  all  of  us  options.  There  are 
women  taking  major  roles  in  all  areas 
of  life  — a woman  Supreme  Court 
Justice,  women  running  companies, 
female  doctors,  lawyers,  astronauts. 
You  are  also  very  fortunate  because 


Sherry  Lansing  speaking  at  Commencement 
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today  there  is  a women's  network, 
women  who  have  laid  the 
groundwork  for  you.  Use  these 
women.  Seek  their  counsel.  They  are 
there  to  support  you,  to  aid  you,  to 
give  you  advice.  You  are  not  alone; 
you  are  surrounded  instead  by  the 
warmest  support  system  ever." 

She  also  urged  Pine  Manor's 
graduates  to  "treat  your  fellow  male 
workers  as  friends.  They  were  there 
before  us  and  we  have  a lot  to  learn 
from  them,  as  they  also  have  a lot  to 
learn  from  us." 


Ms.  Lansing  left  20th  Century-Fox 
at  the  end  of  1982  to  establish  her  own 
independent  motion  picture  com- 
pany, jaffe-Lansing  Productions,  in 
partnership  with  producer  Stanley 
Jaffe.  The  company  has  a five-year 
production  agreement  with 
Paramount  Pictures  Corporation.  Rac- 
ing with  the  Moon  is  the  company's 
first  film  for  Paramount,  and  a new 
Jaffe-Lansing  film,  First  Born,  recently 
began  production  in  New  York. 


Ms.  Lansing  received  an  Honorary 
Doctorate  of  Arts  from  Pine  Manor 
College  in  May,  1983. 

"When  I think  of  my  graduation 
and  the  differences  between  1966  and 
1984,"  said  Ms.  Lansing  in  closing,  "I 
am  reminded  of  a quote  from  Martin 
Luther  King:  'We  ain't  what  we'd  like 
tobe.  Weain't  what  we  should  be.  We 
ain't  even  what  we  ought  to  be.  But, 
thank  God  we  ain't  what  we 
was.'  " ■

"I  feel  like  I could  do  anything  if  I 
put  my  mind  to  it,"  says  Victoria 
Walker,  B.A.  '84,  winner  at  gradua- 
tion of  the  coveted  Pine  Manor 
College  Award,  a Deans'  Award, 
and  awards  for  distinction  in  En- 
glish and  Theatre.

Other  roles  followed  in  Oklahoma 
and  Dangerous  Corner.  She  became 
a high  honors  student,  majoring  in 
English,  and  her  wide-ranging  in- 
terests and  capabilities  led  her  to 
serve  as  resident  advisor  in  a dor- 
mitory, a reporter  for  The  Pine 
Manor  Post,  and  a delegate  to  the 
Model  United  Nations  Program. 
She  became  a campus  guide  and  a 
member  of  the  Student  Committee 
on  Conference  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

"The  faculty  at  Pine  Manor  open 
the  doors,"  she  says.  "All  it  takes  is 
for  you  to  walk  through."  Pine 
Manor  is  growing,  she  adds,  citing 
the  Communications  Center  and 
the  new  gymnasium  as  evidence 
and  symbols  of  the  growth.  "When 
a school  is  growing,"  says  Tori 
Walker,  "you  grow  with  it!"

Mr.  Hudson  was  Chairman  and  Chief

from  the  J.L.  Hudson  Co.  in  1982  and  now 
serves  as  Chairman  of  the  Hudson-W ebber 
Foundation  in  Detroit.

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Barbara  Carroll  Is  Awarded  an 
Honorary  Degree

Barbara  Carroll,  jazz  pianist 


At  the  age  of  five,  Barbara  Carroll 
began  playing  the  piano.  By  the 
time  she  was  eight,  she  was  study- 
ing classical  music.  "The  prob- 
lem," she  remembers,  "was  that  I 
was  extremely  interested  in  play- 
ing jazz  and  that  created  a bit  of 
conflict  with  my  teachers. 

"They  couldn't  understand  im- 
provisation and  playing  spontane- 
ously. They  used  to  say  things  like 
'Stop  playing  that  boogie-woogie 
and  practice  your  lesson.'  Any- 
thing that  wasn't  on  the  printed 
page  was  boogie-woogie." 

Despite  discouragement  from 
her  early  teachers  and  later  dis- 
crimination in  a field  dominated  by 
men,  Barbara  Carroll  persisted  in 
playing  jazz  piano.  On  May  21st  at 
Commencement  exercises.  Pine 
Manor  College  paid  tribute  to  one 
of  today's  leading  jazz  pianists  by 
awarding  Barbara  Carroll  an  Hon- 
orary Doctorate  of  Arts  degree. 

Barbara  Carroll  spent  her  early 
years  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts, 
where  she  studied  classical  piano 
and  participated  in  a high  school 


jazz  group.  She  went  on  to  study  at 
the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music.  Attracted  to  jazz  by  such 
talents  as  Nat  King  Cole,  Art 
Tatum,  Teddy  Wilson,  Thelonius 
Monk,  Bud  Powell,  Billie  Holiday, 
Dizzy  Gillespie  and  Charlie  Parker, 
Barbara  Carroll  entered  the  New 
York  jazz  scene  in  the  late  '40' s, 
during  a period  when  it  was  dif- 
ficult for  a woman  to  be  taken  seri- 
ously as  a jazz  musician. 

"It  was  difficult  in  a sense  be- 
cause I was  a female,"  she  says.  "I 
was  prejudged  on  that  basis  by 
other  jazz  musicians,  by  every- 
body. If  you  were  a female,  if  you 
were  a girl,  you  couldn't  play.  That 
was  taken  for  granted.  So  I had  to 
work  twice  as  hard  to  prove  myself 
as  a male  might  have  done  in  the 
same  situation." 

Fortunately,  Ms.  Carroll  had  a 
friend,  a fellow  jazz  pianist  during 
her  early  days  in  New  York  City, 
who  helped  her  get  work.  "Any 
time  someone  called  him  to  work 
on  a night  he  was  already  booked, 
he  would  suggest  me,  but  he 
would  never  specify  as  to  my  sex. 
He  would  say,  'I  can't  make  it,  but  I 
can  sen dBobbie  Carroll,'  never  say- 
ing he  or  she." 

How  was  she  received  when  she 
showed  up  for  these  engagements? 
"After  the  band  leader  got  up  from 
the  floor,  it  usually  worked  out 
okay,  whereas  if  my  friend  had 
suggested  that  he  was  sending  a 
girl  I'm  sure  there  would  have  been 
a problem." 

After  a while,  recognition  began 
to  come  Barbara  Carroll's  way.  She 
started  to  play  in  all  the  clubs  in 


New  York,  then  traveled  to  other 
cities  like  Chicago  and  Detroit. 
During  the  50's  and  60's  she  began 
recording  for  several  record  labels, 
including  Atlantic  and  RCA  Victor. 

Barbara  Carroll  has  performed  in 
many  of  the  nation's  most  prestigi- 
ous music  rooms,  including,  in 
New  York,  The  Embers,  The  Rain- 
bow Grill,  and  Bemelmans  Bar  at 
the  Hotel  Carlyle,  where  for  the 
past  four  seasons  she  has  been 
playing  extended  engagements. 
Her  most  recent  recordings  include 
"At  the  Piano"  for  Discover  Rec- 
ords; "Barbara  Carroll"  for  Blue- 
note;  and  "From  the  Beginning" 
for  United  Artists.  She  has  also 
recorded  with  Rita  Coolidge  for  A 
& M Records. 

In  addition  to  performing  and 
vocalizing  with  a piano  in  a club 
setting,  Ms.  Carroll  has  appeared 
in  a featured  role  in  the  Rodgers 
and  Hammerstein  Broadway 
show,  "Me  and  Juliet,"  and  shared 
the  stage  at  Carnegie  Hall  with 
Benny  Goodman.  She  has  also  ap- 
peared with  the  Newport  Jazz  Fes- 
tival at  Avery  Fisher  Hall,  and 
toured  Australia  and  Japan  with 
Kris  Kristofferson  and  Rita 
Coolidge. 

Barbara  Carroll  is  the  mother  of 
Suzanne  Block  '82. 

Today,  there  are  many  more  op- 
portunities for  young  women  in- 
terested in  jazz  than  there  were 
when  she  started  out,  says  Ms. 
Carroll.  "There  are  more  up  and 
coming  young  ladies  playing  jazz 
now,  thank  heavens.  It's  about 
time."  ■ 
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Katherine  W.  Fanning,  Editor  of  The  Chris- 
tian Science  Monitor,  was  the  recipient  of  an 
honorary  Doctorate  of  Letters  degree  from  Pine 
Manor  on  May  21.  Ms.  Fanning  became  The 
Christian  Science  Monitor's  first  woman 
editor  in  1983.  Prior  to  assuming  that  position, 
Kay  Fanning  served  as  editor  and  publisher  of 
The  Anchorage  Daily  News,  which  won, 
under  her  direction,  a Pulitzer  Prize  in  1976. 
(Ms.  Fanning  is  seated  here  between  John  E. 
Miller,  Chairman  oftheBoard  of  Trustees,  and 
Dr.  Burnham  Carter,  professor  of  English .)

In  the  early  1900's,  when  scien- 
tists at  General  Electric  were  look- 
ing for  the  right  filament  for  the 
incandescent  light  bulb,  they 
needed  something  that  was  slen- 
der but  with  great  tensile  strength, 
something  that  would  last  but 
would,  in  Walter  Pater's 
phrase,  "burn  with  a hard,  gem- 
like flame,"  something  that  would 
shed  a graceful  light  on  everything 
around  it.  We  have  just  such  a 
person  here  today. 

As  an  undergraduate  here  at 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College,  Louise 
had  a special  affection  for  the 
French  House  and  her  work  in  lan- 
guage and  literature,  and  her  love 
for  the  enlightenment  of  French 
culture  has  remained  with  her.  Re- 
turning to  her  native  Florida,  she 
worked  hard  and  successfully  with 
her  husband  to  strengthen  that 
state's  university  system,  to  make 


college  possible  for  all  who  qualify. 
Then  as  a Trustee  of  this  college  for 
many  years,  she  set  a bench-mark 
for  adherence  to  principle  and  in- 
tegrity. She  had  that  special  grace 
of  being  able  to  speak  with  com- 
plete candor  without  ever  giving 
offense. 

In  her  day,  Louise  has  hunted 
big  game  and  fished  for  tarpon, 
and  she  is  also  a master  of  Ikebana, 
the  art  of  Japanese  flower  arrang- 
ing. Those  of  you  graduating  here 
today,  in  deciding  how  to  live  your 
lives,  could  well  take  as  your  model 
this  gracious,  intelligent  woman 
who  has  never  failed  to  be  a de- 
voted alumna,  a thoughtful  parent, 
and  the  most  loyal  of  friends,  one 
who  richly  merits  this  Distin- 
guished Service  Award.

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Hillary  Bailey:  Her  Field  Is  Half  Ablaze

“She's  sort  of  wacky-  She  always 
has  the  best  intentions,  but  she  al- 
ways botches  up." 

Actress  Hillary  Bailey,  '77,  is  de- 
scribing Margo,  the  character  she 
plays  on  CBS's  As  the  World  Turns: 
“She'll  tie  herself  in  knots  for  some- 
one else,  and  then  fall  flat  on  her 
face." 

Off  the  set,  however,  Hillary  Bailey 
is  anything  but  "wacky."  All  her  life 
she  has  set  high  goals  for  herself  and 
has  achieved  them.  "I  wanted  to  be  an 
actress  since  I was  five  years  old,"  she 
says.  "It  was  just  a matter  of  how  to 
get  there." 

Hillary  got  there  relatively  quickly 
in  a field  where  rejection  is  the  rule.  At 
Pine  Manor  she  played  leading  roles 
in  Chalk  Garden,  Carnival,  and  The 
Boyfriend.  Off  stage  her  special  inter- 
est was  in  the  sciences,  at  which  she 
excelled.  She  continued  to  study  sci- 
ence at  Sarah  Lawrence,  concentrat- 
ing in  genetics  while  simultaneously 
preparing  for  a career  in  the  theatre. 
During  her  junior  year  at  Sarah  Law- 
rence, she  participated  in  "Song 
Night,"  a college  performance  to 
which  New  York  producers  often 
came  to  scout  for  new  talent. 

"I  knew  the  show  was  my  key.  I 
took  advantage  of  it.  I was  primed." 
As  she  had  hoped,  Hillary  was  dis- 
covered by  a producer  who  chose  her 
and  two  other  Sarah  Lawrence  per- 
formers for  an  Off-Broadway  produc- 
tion of  "Song  Night  in  the  City."  She 
managed  to  commute  from  Sarah 
Lawrence  to  the  Westbeth  Theatre  in 
New  York  during  the  spring  of  her 
senior  year,  somehow  balancing 
classes  and  performances. 

The  next  few  years,  she  says,  were 
not  easy:  she  modeled  shoes  and 


jeans  while  auditioning  and  acting 
Off-Broadway.  She  was  tired  most  of 
the  time  and  poor,  she  says,  allowing 
herself  two  subway  rides  a day.  But, 
she  acknowledges,  "I  had  it  a lot  bet- 
ter than  most  people.

"You  have  to  be  able  to  sell  your- 
self. You  have  to  learn  what  you  have 
which  is  special.  You  have  to  know 
what  you  want  and  wait  for  the  parts 
that  are  right  for  you." 

And  the  parts  came,  in  New  York 
and  on  the  West  Coast.  On  Broadway 
she  played  in  A Reel  American  Hero;  in 
film,  Hair;  on  television.  The  Doctors. 
She  had  leading  roles  in  a number  of 
television  pilots.  In  regional  theatres 
she  acted  in  Don  Juan,  Our  Town, 
Marne,  The  Miracle  Worker , ThePrimeof 
Miss  Jean  Brodie,  and  other  plays.  She 
now  has  a three-year  contract  with 
CBS  for  As  the  World  Turns. 


To  succeed,  says  Hillary,  "you  need 
no  ego  at  all  ora  resilient  ego.  You  have 
to  be  confident  in  yourself.  You  have 
to  be  focused.  You  have  to  know  what 
you  want  and  be  willing  to  take  it." 

Hillary  enjoys  her  role  on  As  the 
World  Turns.  "It's  so  totally  soap  opera 
that  you  can  have  a good  time  with 
it."  Explaining  the  appeal  of  the 
"soaps,"  she  says  it's  like  reading  a 
gothic  romance  you  can't  put  down. 
"You  might  as  well  just  turnon  the  TV 
because  it's  there  and  all  of  a sudden 
you  get  hooked  and  start  caring  about 
one  particular  character.  You  start 
watching  it." 

Hillary's  schedule  is  rugged.  She 
commutes  to  the  studio  in  New  York 
from  Boston,  where  she  lives  with  her 
husband,  Philip  Smith,  on  Beacon 
Hill . She  averages  four  days  a week  in 
New  York,  often  taking  the  6:00  a.m. 
shuttle  from  Boston  for  days  in  which 
rehearsals  and  taping  can  last  until  8 
p.m.,  or  even,  on  occasion  until  1a.m. 
in  the  morning.  Behind  the  scenes, 
she  says,  she  and  the  other  actresses 
and  actors  find  ways  to  relieve  the 
tension:  "We  talk  like  kids." 

She  loves  her  work,  she  says,  and 
seems  pleased  with  the  balance  she 
has  achieved  between  her  career  and 
her  personal  life.  But  Hillary  Bailey 
has  not  accomplished  everything 
she's  set  out  to  achieve.  "I've  got  the 
field  half  ablaze.  I've  been  fanning  the 
fires  for  a while  now.  I have  certain 
goals  I still  want  to  attain.  I'd  like  to  be 
nominated  for  an  Emmy."  ■

Seamus  Heaney,  Ireland's  foremost 
living  poet,  read  from  his  work  on 
April  18  in  Ellsworth  Hall.  He  is  the 
author  of  six  volumes  of  poems:  Death 
of  a Naturalist  (1966),  Door  Into  the  Dark 
(1969),  Wintering  Out  (1972),  North 
(1975),  Field  Work  (1979)  and  Poems 
1965  to  1975  (1980).  A collection  of  his 
literary  essays  and  reviews.  Preoccupa- 
tions: Selected  Prose,  came  out  in  1980, 
and  his  latest  work,  Sweene y Astray,  a 


rendition  of  the  seventh  century  Irish 
legend  "Buile  Suibhne/'  was  pub- 
lished in  May  by  Farrar,  Straus  and 
Giroux. 

Mr.  Heaney  was  educated  at 
Queen's  University  in  Belfast  and  has 
taught  at  that  university,  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Berkeley,  and 
Harvard  University.

There  was  a sunlit  absence.

The  operation  of  the  college  admis- 
sions function  in  the  1980's  was  re- 
ferred to  recently  in  The  New  England 
Monthly  as  “The  Admissions  Circus." 
The  effects  of  a declining  high  school 
student  population,  increasing  costs 
of  private  education  and  improved 
marketing  strategies  practiced  by  col- 
leges and  universities  nationwide 
have  resulted  in  stiff  competition 
among  institutions  to  attract  quality 
students  to  their  individual  cam- 
puses. The  tactics  used  by  many  col- 
leges can,  in  fact,  resemble  events  that 
usually  occur  under  "The  Big  Top." 

Telemarketing,  target  markets, 
primary,  secondary  and  tertiary  ter- 
ritories, yield  and  trend  analysis,  de- 
mographic research,  and  direct  mail 
marketing  are  now  commonplace 
terms  bandied  about  in  admissions 
offices.  As  competition  stiffens,  find- 
ing the  "new"  approach  to  encourage 
traditional  college-age  students  to 
apply  to  and  enroll  in  your  college  has 
become  increasingly  difficult. 

At  Pine  Manor,  we  are  all  well 
aware  of  the  importance  of  marketing 
our  college  and  we  successfully  em- 
ploy a wide  range  of  strategies  to 
ensure  that  each  year  it  continues  to 
be  the  strong  liberal  arts  and  career- 
oriented  college  for  women  it  has  al- 
ways been. 

An  admissions  office  staff  com- 
prised of  seven  professional  women 
committed  to  the  Pine  Manor  mission 
and  to  marketing  that  mission  cre- 
atively to  students  world- wide  travels 
annually  to  over  700  high  schools  in  38 
states  and  22  foreign  countries  to  re- 
cruit qualified  young  women.  How- 
ever, the  work  of  the  Admissions 
Office  staff  is  just  one  component 


necessary  for  the  College  to  meet  en- 
rollment goals  successfully  in  today's 
competitive  student  marketplace.  The 
Admissions  staff  members  are  the 
coordinators  of  the  overall  recruit- 
ment plan,  but  four  other  sub-groups 
within  the  Pine  Manor  College  com- 
munity are  active  participants  in  the 
marketing  efforts  of  the  College. 
These  groups  are:  current  students, 
trustees,  faculty  members  and  ad- 
ministrators, and  Pine  Manor  College 
alumnae.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  Admis- 
sions Office  in  the  ensuing  year  to 
increase  the  active  involvement  of  two 
of  these  groups:  students  and  alum- 
nae of  the  College.

Today,  current  student  involve- 
ment centers  primarily  on  the  volun- 
teer efforts  of  the  Campus  Guide  or- 
ganization. Each  year  approximately 
thirty  young  women  who  have  bene- 
fited from  and  are  extremely  excited 
about  the  programs  and  opportunities 
available  to  students  at  the  College  are 
selected  to  be  members  of  the  Campus 
Guide  group.  These  students  give 
campus  tours  to  prospective  appli- 
cants and  their  families  when  they 
visit  the  College.  The  Campus  Guides 
also  act  as  student  hostesses  for  on- 
campus  admissions  programs,  tele- 
phone accepted  applicants  and  visit 
their  respective  secondary  schools 
during  the  Christmas  holiday  period. 
During  the  fall  semester  1984,  the 
1983-84  student  coordinator  of  the 
Campus  Guide  organization,  Jennifer 
Altounian  '86,  of  Lake  Forest,  Illinois, 
will  serve  as  an  Admissions  Office 
intern.  Jennifer  is  exploring  college 
admissions  as  a future  career  and  will 
be  involved  in  many  facets  of  the  Pine 
Manor  College  admissions/marketing 
efforts.  The  major  project  with  which 
Jennifer  has  been  charged  will  be  to 
establish  a College-wide  volunteer 
network  of  current  students  who  will 
become  active  contributors  to  admis- 
sions marketing  efforts.  We  are  ex- 
cited about  working  with  Jennifer  and 
are  confident  that  her  efforts  will  be 
successful. 

In  addition  to  the  vital  contributions 
of  our  enthusiastic  student  volun- 
teers, we  must  look  increasingly  to 
our  alumnae  — you  are  really  our 
most  valuable  and  dedicated  public 
relations  force!  Throughout  the  his- 
tory of  Pine  Manor  College,  alumnae 
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Campus  guides  at  Pine  Manor  conduct  tours  of  the  campus  for  prospective  applicants. 


members  have  provided  the  support, 
the  energy  and  the  dedication  to  help 
make  our  college  a strong  and  pro- 
gressive one.  And  you  are  each  proof 
that  the  College  provides  young 
women  with  the  education  and  the 
confidence  to  pursue  productive  and 
successful  lives.  Over  the  years,  the 
Admissions  Office  has  involved 
alumnae  in  various  ways  in  the  mar- 
keting of  the  College.  Presently,  the 
Admissions  Office  works  with  a core 
of  twenty-eight  alumnae  in  fifteen 
states  across  the  country,  as  well  as 
with  many  alumnae  in  foreign  coun- 
tries. The  involvement  of  these  alum- 
nae varies  according  to  the  needs  in 
different  communities.  The  alumnae 
admissions  team  may  be  called  upon 
to  represent  Pine  Manor  at  local  high 
school  College  Night  programs,  to 
host  prospective  student  receptions, 
to  accompany  admissions  staff  mem- 
bers to  high  school  guidance  office 
visits,  to  telephone  and  write  to  appli- 
cants and  to  generally  act  as  local  Pine 
Manor  contacts  in  their  respective 
communities. 

Many  alumnae  are  involved  in  the 
marketing  efforts  of  the  College  in  less 
formal  — but  certainly  not  less  impor- 
tant — ways.  Referrals  of  possible 
prospective  students  come  from 
alumnae  world- wide.  Many  alumnae 
use  the  tear-off  referral  form  found  in 
each  Bulletin  — many  call  the  Admis- 
sions Office  directly  with  names  of 
friends'  daughters.  Referring  pro- 
spective students  to  us  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  contributions  an 
alumna  can  make  to  Pine  Manor! 


During  the  1984-85  academic  year, 
the  Admissions  Office  has  plans  to 
improve  and  expand  upon  the  exist- 
ing Alumnae  Admissions  program. 
We  will  pinpoint  additional  cities  and 
states  where  help  is  needed  and, 
through  alumnae  acting  as  area  coor- 
dinators, we  hope  to  draw  upon  the 
wealth  of  knowledge  and  talent  that 
Pine  Manor  graduates  can  offer. 

Using  area  coordinators  as  our 
“marketing  managers"  in  the  field,

Julie  Christie  has  worked  for  Pine 
Manor  College  for  25  years  — longer 
than  any  other  member  of  the  current 
staff.  In  December  of  1958  President 
Carl  Ferry  hired  her  to  supervise  the 
Central  Office  on  the  Wellesley  cam- 
pus and  she  has  been  an  indispens- 
able member  of  what  she  refers  to  as 
the  College's  “family"  ever  since. 

Julie's  job  is  a demanding  one.  Vir- 
tually every  piece  of  official  mail  that 
enters  and  leaves  the  College  travels 
through  Julie's  hands.  She  sorts  and 
delivers  faculty  and  staff  mail,  pre- 
pares outgoing  material  for  mailing, 
and  runs  the  mimeograph  machine. 
Her  office  also  issues  keys  to  students 
and  makes  I.D.  cards  when 
necessary. 

Julie  has  vivid  memories  of  her 
years  on  the  Wellesley  campus.  "We 
were  like  a family  there,"  she  remem- 
bers. "The  campus  was  so  small.  Stu- 
dents would  come  into  my  office  and 
talk,  and  1 became  close  to  many  fac- 
ulty members." 

When  Julie  moved  with  the  College 
to  Chestnut  Hill  in  1965  she  found  her 
work  place  less  than  perfect.  "My 
'office'  had  been  the  laundry  room  in 
the  house  [that  became  the  Ferry  Ad- 
ministration Building],  There  were 
three  large  tubs  on  the  floor.  Mr.  Ferry 
would  come  down  to  see  me  while  the 
room  was  being  worked  on  — there 
were  wires  all  around  — and  say, 
'How  are  you  doing?  It  is  going  to  get 
fixed,  Julie.'  " 


The  first  winter  in  Chestnut  Hill, 
says  Julie,  there  was  no  heat  in  her 
downstairs  location,  so  the  coat  and 
boots  she  wore  to  work  stayed  on  all 
day. 

Julie  has  witnessed  a lot  of  changes 
over  the  years.  "I've  seen  people 
come  and  go.  It's  a little  sad  to  see 
some  people  go,  but  they're  always 
replaced  by  more  nice  people."  It  is 
the  contact  with  people  that  Julie  en- 
joys the  most  in  her  job.  Faculty 
members  stop  by  her  office  daily  to 
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Julie  Christie,  Supervisor  of  the  Central  Office 


pick  up  their  mail,  and  several  times  a 
day  Julie  makes  her  rounds  to  the 
offices  in  the  Main  House.  "I  like 
going  into  the  offices  and  talking," 
she  says.  "Everyone  is  so  friendly." 

Recently,  Julie  took  a six-month 
leave  from  her  job  to  care  for  her 
mother,  who  had  broken  a hip.  "The 
support  from  the  College,"  she  says, 
"I  shall  never  forget  as  long  as  I live. 
Faculty  members  sent  me  notes.  Pres- 
ident Ashby  and  Paul  Kirk  [Vice  Pres- 
ident] called  every  week.  A lot  of 
people  who  work  here  came  out  to  see 
me.  It  meant  so  much  to  me." 

Julie  has  many  fond  memories  of 
her  years  at  Pine  Manor.  One  which 
she  singles  out  in  reminiscing  was  the 
time  she  met  actress  Dorothy 
McGuire,  '36,  who  received  the  first 
honorary  degree  from  the  College, 
granted  in  1981.  "It  was  really  a thrill. 
I'm  such  a fan  of  hers.  Ben  Pegg 
[retired  drama  instructor]  introduced 
me  to  her.  I sat  down  and  talked  with 
her  for  half  an  hour  before  gradua- 
tion. She  was  just  as  nice  as  she  could 
be,  so  gracious." 

The  members  of  Pine  Manor's  staff 
and  faculty  who  have  come  to  rely  on 
her  are  fortunate  indeed  that  Julie 
continues  to  be  contented  with  her  job 
after  25  years.  "Pine  Manor  has  been 
very  good  to  me,"  she  says.  "I  love 
working  here."  Julie  Christie  has  be- 
come almost  an  institution,  herself,  at 
Pine  Manor  College.

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Transcript  Request 
Procedure 

Alumnae  planning  to  continue  their 
education  at  another  college  or  uni- 
versity will  probably  be  asked  to  pro- 
vide that  institution  with  an  official 
copy  of  the  Pine  Manor  transcript. 

The  following  procedure  should  be 
followed  when  requesting 
transcripts. 

A written  request,  bearing  your  sig- 
nature, must  be  submitted  to  the  Reg- 
istrar's Office,  including  your  name 
when  enrolled  at  Pine  Manor,  dates  of 
attendance,  date  of  graduation  if  a 
degree  was  received,  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  recipient  (be  sure  to  in- 
clude the  zip  code  and  the  name  of  the 
individual  at  the  other  college  or  uni- 
versity who  should  receive  the  rec- 
ord), and  the  transcript  fee  of  $2.00 
per  copy. 

If  you  would  like  a copy  for  your 
own  records,  just  indicate  on  your 
request  that  you  would  like  a “student 
copy"  and  provide  your  address. 

Transcript  requests  should  be  sub- 
mitted several  weeks  prior  to  any 
deadlines  to  allow  for  unexpected  de- 
lays. Most  transcripts  are  sent  within 
72  hours  of  receipt  of  the  request. 
However,  during  peak  periods  which 
occur  in  December,  January,  April, 
May  and  September,  they  may  take  as 
long  as  ten  working  days,  so  please 
plan  accordingly.  The  Registrar's  Of- 
fice telephone  is  (617)  731-7135.

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A Recent  Bequest  to 
Pine  Manor  College 


During  a long  and  distinguished 
career  in  public  service,  Mildred 
Hodgman  Mahoney  maintained  a 
deep  interest  in  Pine  Manor  College. 
A member  of  the  Class  of  1919,  she 
went  on  to  earn  a bachelor's  degree 
from  Boston  University  and  a master's 
degree  from  Radcliffe  College.  How- 
ever, years  later  when  she  was  asked 
to  give  a radio  talk  about  her  most 
unforgettable  teachers,  she  paid  trib- 
ute to  two  from  Pine  Manor: 

During  my  stay  at  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege I was  fortunate  in  knowing  a 
number  of  brilliant  teachers.  Two  of 
them  had  a profound  influence  on  me. 
One  was  Miss  Seal  Thompson,  who  was 
teaching  on  a part-time  basis  . . . and 
was  also  acting  as  a house  mother.  I was 
fortunate  enough  to  be  in  her  house.  . . . 

The  other  teacher  that  I remember  so 
vividly  from  my  Pine  Manor  days  was 
Miss  Constance  Warren,  later  head  of 
Sarah  Lawrence  College.  1 remember 
Miss  Warren  . . . with  the  greatest 
affection  and  admiration  —and  I can't 
recall  a thing  I learned  in  her  class!  1 
don't  think  this  at  all  extraordinary. 
What  I gained  from  my  teachers  and 
what  l think  most  students  gain  is  a 
general  impression  and  a certain  im- 
petus to  make  an  effort  to  be,  in  so  far  as 
it  is  possible,  somewhat  like  the  person 
you  so  much  admire.  Miss  Warren 
taught  history . I have  loved  history  ever 
since. 

Teaching  was  a significant  part  of 
Mrs.  Mahoney's  life.  Her  first  position 
was  Director  of  Education  of  adult 
immigrants  in  Taunton,  Mas- 
sachusetts, her  birthplace.  She  sub- 


sequently taught  part  time  at 
Wheelock,  Rogers  Hall,  Pine  Manor 
and  Boston  University.  She  married 
John  J.  Mahoney,  a professor  of  edu- 
cation at  Boston  University. 

Mrs.  Mahoney  was  the  only  chair- 
man of  the  Massachusetts  Commis- 
sion Against  Discrimination  from  its 
founding  in  1946  until  1964.  For  much 
of  that  time  she  was  the  only  woman 
chairman  of  such  a commission  in  the 
country.  She  had  remarkable  success 
in  exercising  the  gentle  art  of  persua- 
sion to  secure  compliance  with  the 
laws  forbidding  discrimination  in 
employment,  housing,  public  ac- 
commodations and  education. 

In  addition  to  her  numerous  boards 
and  organizations  concerned  with 
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Mildred  Hodgman  Mahoney,  '19 


education  and  civil  rights,  Mrs. 
Mahoney  found  time  to  serve  Pine 
Manor  as  first  President  of  the  Alum- 
nae Association,  first  Alumna  Trus- 
tee, and  Chairman  of  the  Alumnae 
Fund. 

In  her  will,  Mildred  Hodgman 
Mahoney  provided  an  unrestricted 
bequest  to  Pine  Manor  College  total- 
ing $28,538.  The  Trustees  allocated  a 
portion  for  the  completion  of  the  new 
Athletic  Center,  the  greatest  need  at 
the  rime  her  bequest  was  received. 
The  balance  of  the  bequest  was  added 
to  the  college's  endowment,  the  in- 
come to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
library  books  in  the  field  of  sociology, 
and  to  establish  the  Mildred 
Hodgman  Mahoney  Award  for  Excel- 
lence in  Sociology  for  an  A.  A. 
graduate,  and  for  Excellence  in  the 
Behavioral  Sciences  for  a B.  A. 
graduate. 

In  this  way  Mildred  Hodgman 
Mahoney's  name  has  been  per- 
petuated at  her  alma  mater,  and  her 
lifelong  interest  in  education  and 
teaching  has  become  a legacy  to  future 
generations  of  young  women  at  Pine 
Manor  College.
